Study Day 
Change Adds 
To Break 


Overheated Holler 
Traced As Source 
Of Dormitory Fire

The schedule of winter quar¬ 
ter final exams was revised 
at a meeting of the Student 
Government on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 21. 

STUDY DAY HAD been pre¬ 
viously scheduled for Monday, 
March 10, with exams held 
through the rest of the week 
and the following Monday, 
March 17. 

Students having exams on the 
last Monday would then have two 
days less for Spring Vacation. 
The lengthened testing period 
would also put a tremendous 
load on the people who must 
record and send out the grades 
following Winter Quarter. 

MR. HENRY ALLISON, Dean 
of Admissions and Records, 
discussed the scheduling pro¬ 
blem and Its solutions with the 
student leaders. Two of the 
possible solutions were to do 
away with study day completely 
or eliminate mass exams. 

After considering several al¬ 
ternatives, the Student Gov¬ 
ernment voted to move for¬ 
ward the tests of Monday, March 
17. The two morning periods 
were shifted to the afternoon 
of study day, March 10. The 
afternoon classes of March 17 
were moved to Saturday after¬ 
noon, March 15. 

THIS SCHEDULE CHANGE 
only affects those who had 
previously been assigned test 
periods on Monday, March 17, 
the last day of testing. Most 
students will still have two full 
days, Sunday and Monday to 
prepare for exams.

hill said. 

“I smelled something burning 
and went to check It out," 

Sharon Byers from Union City 
said. "When I realized it was 
the popcorn popper, Iraised the 
lid and some small flames 
singed the rug." 

MISS BYERS SAID that Linda 
Watts, who shared the room 
with Miss Andrews, filled a 
garbage can full of water and 
poured it on the popper in 
attempts to extinguish the 
flames. 

The water splashed on Linda 
who suffered burns on the face 
and hands. She was taken to 
the Volunteer General Hospi¬ 
tal and later released. 

TWO STUDENTS, Carole 
Hunter and Janie Noles, acted 
quickly In putting out the fire. 


"After the fire alarm wa^ 
pulled, Janie ran and got the 
fire extinguisher, ljut no one 
knew how to use It, "Miss 
Hunter stated. "I wasn’t 
sure either but I thought it 
resembled a hand grenade so 
I pulled the pen and aimed at 
the fire.” 

FANNY COUCH, the maid 
on third floor, said she and 
some of the girls pulled the 
mattress and sheets out to 
prevent any further damage to 
the room. 

Hie extent of the damage 
consisted of a burned popcorn 
popper, a hair dryer, and wall 
posters. Smoke damage 
occurred only In Linda and 
Barbara’s room. 

MRS. CAPPS, the house¬ 
mother said that the damage 
to the room would be repair¬ 
ed as soon as possible.

After Illness 


Robert A. ‘Fats’ Everett, 53, 
Eighth District Congressman 
and long-time friend of UTM, 
died early Sunday morning In 
a Nashville hospital after an ex¬ 
tended Illness. 

SERVICES WERE held yes¬ 
terday In Union City with burial 
In nearby Eastvlew Cemetery. 
He Is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. Leila Ashton Everett. 

Everett was elected to the 
House on February 1, 1958, to 
finish the unexplred term of the 
late Representative Jere Coop¬ 
er. He was serving his sixth 
term at the time of his death. 

EVERETT WAS a member 
of the Veterans Affairs and Pub¬ 
lic Works Committees; how¬ 
ever, his contributions to ed¬ 
ucation, not only to UTM, but 
other area institutions, will be 
best remembered by the Eighth 
District friends of the late Con¬ 
gressman. 

"The University of Ten¬ 
nessee at Martin has lost a 
fine friend and supporter In 
Congressman Everett.” Dr. 
Archie Dykes commented:"His 
never-ending efforts and con¬ 
cern for the University’s pro¬ 
grams will be sadly missed by 
faculty and students alike.”

Budget Appropriations 

Finally HelpFill Void 
In Education Needs 

At last UTM Is getting a fairer share of Tennessee’s educa¬ 
tion appropriations. At least. Governor Buford Ellington has 
recommended an appropriation of $3,203,000 for this campus. 

However, it is possible the Legislature may cut the Governor’s 
request when it meets in Nashville in two weeks. 

Even though the appropriations was cut some $1,000,000 
from what the Tennessee Higher Education Commission re¬ 
quested, we received the largest percentage increase in operat¬ 
ing funds of any other state college university. 

UTM has lagged far behind other state supported institutions 
in receiving operating funds to match its increasing percent¬ 
age enrollment. Even though tills is the fastest growing school 
in the state, for some reason the Legislature has shown dis¬ 
crimination against us when appropriation time rolled around. 

Through work, politicking, meetings with educators, legisla- 
turers and committees. Chancellor Dykes has managed to make 
our needs realized by the Tennessee Higher Education Com¬ 
mission. They, in turn, proposed $4,290,000 for our budget 
for academic year 69-70, 

Some schools the size of UTM will probably be dismayed 
at the Governor’s recommendations. For instance. East Ten¬ 
nessee State University is receiving only a $33,000 increase 
over last year’s budget, whereas UTM is receiving a $685,- 
000 increase. The representatives of the General Assembly 
from this eastern area wiH probably question extensively 
why their area is receiving such a low percentage increase. 

There could easUy be a change in state appropriations if the 
Legislature is swayed by these representatives.

Fate of Small Private Schools Cloudy

have been spelled out in recent action by Duchesne College in 
Omaha, Neb., comments the Midland of Midland Lutheran 
College, Fremont.

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Duchesne’s president, Sis¬ 
ter Jeannette Kimball, announ¬ 
ced the closure of the college 
as of August 15, 

WHILE THE action came 
as a surprise to many, to 
others it was a simple reading 
of the handwriting on the wall. 
After much Introspection by 
college officials, it became evi¬ 
dent that the only solution to 
Duchesne’s operational prob¬ 
lems lay inthe decision to close 
its doors. 

The Increased cost of 
operation and the decreased 
number of students proved to 
be the disastrous combination. 
Duchesne could not hire the 
faculty, expand the curriculum 
and construct the buildings nec¬ 
essary to increase enrollment 
to the minimum required for 
operation. 

“DUCHESNE COLLEGE fell 
victim to the financial crisis 
that is facing every private 
independent college in the na¬ 
tion,” said Sister Kimball. 
“Private colleges with fewer 
than six hundred students are 
too costly to operate.” 

The problem boils down to 
the inability of the small col¬ 
lege to compete with the lar¬ 
ger, financially stable college 
and university. It is a problem
